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New York, October 4.—The steam- 
: ship Sant’ Anna, from French and Ital- 
lan ports, now detained at Quarantine, 
had a case of cholera aboard. The 
victim, a man in the steerage, died 
on September 15, and was buried at 
sea. Two other cases of intestinal 
trouble are under observation. 

Meanwhile the Sant’ Anna, carrying 
224 first-class cabin passengers, some 
of them prominent Americans, and 1,027 
in the steerage, is held as a possible 
“cholera carrier,’ pending further in- 
vestigation. 

Announcement of the foregoing was 
made tonight by Dr. A. H. Doty; health 
officer of the port, who has been fight- 
ing to keep cholera out of this country 
during the epidemic abroad, 

Another Steamer Detained. 

In addition to the Sant’ Anna he 
has, as a precaution, detained the 
Steamship Moltke, from Genoa and 
Naples, and the steamship Virginia, 
from Naples. Tomorrow he will hold 
a conference with Dr. Walter Wyman, 
surgeon general of the marine hos- 
pital corps. Together they will map 


out a campaign of protection.

WARSHIPS BOMBARDING 
PALACE OF THE MONARCH 


Report of the Revolution Is 
Printed in The Daily Mail of 
London, and It Is Thought It 
Was Received by Wireless. 
Street Fighting Is Reported 
in Lisbon. 


London, October 5:.—The Standard 
correspondent of the Reuter Telegram 
Company confirms the report of a revo- 
lution in Portugal, and adds that the 
rebels have captured the palace. 


London, October 5.—According to The 
Daily Mail, a revolution broke out in 
Lisbon yesterday (Tuesday). 

The dispatch adds that King Manuel 
is a prisoner; that street fighting has 
occurred; that the warships are bom- 
barding the palace, and that all com- 
munication with the capital Is cut out, 

No Lisbon dispatches have been re- 
ceived in London since yesterday after- 
noon, when the WBastern Telegraph 
Company announced the receipt of one 
from its station at Carcavellos, 11 
miles from Lisbon, stating that all 
communication with the capital was in- 
terrupted. 

The Daily Mail prints its report of 
the revolution without a date line, and 
it probably may be based upon a ~wire- 
less Aispatch said to have been re- 
ceived by the Paris Matin reading: 


“A revolution has broken out in Lis- 
bon and warships are now bombarding 
the capital. The army and navy are 
supporting the revolutionaries.”

Pittsburg, Pa., October 4.—Kather- 
ine Betti, a girl of 13 years, who slew 
her godfather with an ax and red-hot 
poker in avenging his theft of her 
honor, was cleared of criminal charges 
late today on the ground that the 
homicide was justifiable. 

Judge John M. Swearingen, in 
charging the jurors, after a two days’ 
recital of testimony, upheld the un- 
written law. The girl had faced the 
trial with confidence that her act was 
warranted and she went to her home 
this evening free, but to face mother- 
hood soon. ' 

Killed He” Godfather. 

Pasquale Velpt an Italian who had 
boarded at her home in. Wilmerding 
ever since the girl's infancy, and who 
acted as her godfather, was the vic- 
tim. While she was in the cellar get- 
ting a sack of potatoes he is alleged 
to have abused her on August 11 last, 
following which shé struck him un- 
conscious with an ax and ran a poker 
through his body. She related the 
story on the stand. “He had burned 
my heart,’ she said, “ang I wanted to 
burn his.” 

Girl’s Character Good. 

A number of witnesses testified as 
to the girl’s good character in the 
neighborhood, as to her studious hab- 
its in school and hard work at home 
helping her mother. 

Although the girl had been indicted 
for first degree murder, the prosecu- 
tion had not pressed for a verdict en- 
tailing so severe a penalty. .Attorney 
Rouand merely urged that the child be 
placed in an institution, but the girl's 
counsel dramaticaily uvwmanded “lib- 
erty or death.” :

Crowded With’ Pleasure Seekers. 

The collision occurred between a 
local train northbound and an excur- 
sion train headed toward St. Louis, 
and loaded with passengers on their 
way to view the parade of the Veiled 
Prophets at St. Louis. The accident, 
according to present information, was 
due entirely to the disregard of orders 
by the crew of the local. 

The local train wad orders to pass 
the southbound train at Staunton. The 
latter train was running in two sec- 
tions ang the orders given to the local 
were that it should pass both sections 
of the southbound train at Staunton. 
The first section had passed when the 
crew of the local pulled out on the 
main track, heedless of the second di- 
vision, and started north. At a sharp 
turn, called Dickerson’s curve, two 
miles north of Staunton, the two trains 
came together in a splintering crash. 

Crashed on Down Grade. 


Dickerson’s curve is at the bottom 
of a decline, both from the north and 
from the south. The local train and 
the second section of the excursion 
train were both on the down grade 
and moving at a speed of 40 miles 
an hour when they met. The collision 
occurred right at the bottom of the 
double incline and at the sharpest part 
of the curve. ‘ 

The cars were so close that it was 
impossible for either of them to stop 
or slow down. The crew of the local 
and the crew of the special leaped as 
soon as they saw the collision wags in- 
evitable, and escaped without serious 
injury.

Bodies Torn Apart. 

In this pile of wreckage the dead 
and wounded were flung in every con- 
ceivable position and every imaginable 
form of mutilation. Bome of the 
bodies of the dead were actually torn 
apart and streams of blood flowed 
down the debMs in a dozen places. 

The farmers and the citizens of 
Staunton worked with desperate haste, 
however, and in a short time had 
taken from the wreckage all of the 
living and most of the dead.

PUBLIC. ASYLUMS. 
FOR INEBRIATES 


Advocated by the World 
Prison Congress. 


Experiments Conducted for Ten 
Years Show Success of Such 
Establishments---Pay Favored 
for Prisoners, Money to Go 
to ‘Their Families. 


Washington, October 4.—Public in- 
stitutions for inebriates are advocated 
by the International Prison Congress. 
Experiments conducted in several 
countries during the last ten years 
have demonstrated the success of es- 
tablishments of this character and ihe 
congress at today’s session placed 
itself on record as favoring their ex- 


tension. 

The congress also adopted resolu- 
tions recommending that prisoners be 
allowed payment for their work and 
that any. sum of money cred ted to 
them in such manner should be avail- 
able to the families in time of need. 

A complete and careful investigation 
into the subject of caring for mentally 
defective children with dangerous ten- 
dencies is provided for in another res- 
olution adopted. 

Treatment of Inebriates. 

Spirited discussion of the subject or 
the treatment of inebriates marked the 
section meeting at which the resolu- 
tion by the congress was adopted. 

The opinion was expressed by J.'S8. 
inspector of Irish prisons, 
the section, that it was 
desirable to further extend this kind of 
detention of inebriate criminals under 
state contro] with a view especially 
to arrvsting the drink habit in the 
early stages and to the avoidance of 
useléss and repeated sentences to im- 
prisonment. The congress indorsed th 
decision of the section without discus- 
sion. 

The question whether drunkenness 
was.a crime or a disease was debatd 
at great length at the sction meeting 
Edwin Mulready, of Boston, said the 
short sentence in jail and the treat- 
ment of the drunkard as a criminal 
was a failure. 

The foreign delegates were the 
guests of the American Prison Asso- 
ciation at a banquet tendered them to- 
night at the New Willard hotel. 

Prison labor in France was the sub- 
ject of a lecture delivered today by M. 
Schramack, director of the French 
prison system, a delegate to the con- 
gress. He said France had employed 
prison. labor since 1789 and that only 
one effort had been made to do away 
with it. Two systems—the state use 
and the contract—were in vogue, he 
said, the tendency being toward the 
former. 

Decrease in Number of Prisvners. 

M. Schramack declared that the num- 
ber of prisoners in France had fallen 
from 50,000 to 25,000 during the last 
five years through utilization of the 
suspended sentence and conditional 
liberation. He emphasized the fact 
that great aitention was being paid in 
France to the placing out of delinquent 


children in families instead of confin- —

Gifford Pinchot Sure to Be 
Here--Plans for anization 


ciation ---Many Acceptances 
of Invitations Have Come. 


With each succeeding day § there 
come to the promoters of the conser- 
vation congress, which is to be held 
here Friday and Saturday, new assur- 
ances that the meeting is going to be 
an unqualified success. Each mail now 
is laden with’ letters of acceptance 
from those appointed by the govern- 
ors, mayors and heads of commercial 
bodies all over the south, and from 
present indications not one of the six- 
teen southern states will be without 
at least two delegates when the first 
session of the congress opens. 

The invitations sent out by the local 
chamber of commerce were of neces- 
sity held up until notices of the ap- 
pointments of delegates were re- 
ceived here. These have practically 
all come in now, however, and hun- 
dreds of the invitations Have been sent 
out. Answers from practically every 
state in the south have been received, 
and from Virginia on the east to Tex- 
as and Oklahoma on the west come 
assurances from delegates that they 
will be on hana when the first session 
of the congress opens. 

Mr. Pinchot Sure to Come. 

There was a rumor Monday. after- 
noon to the effect that Gifford Pin- 
chot, the father of the national con- 
servation movement, world not be 
able to be here for the congress. This 
was. without foundation, however, as 
Mr. Pinchot, during the day, assured 
Mr. Cooper, of the local chamber of 
commerce, ever the long distance 
phone, that he-will. come unless provi- 
dentially detained. He is making all 
his plans to reach the city not later 
than Friday morning. 

He will remain here throughout the 
two days that the congress. will be 
in session.’ His address, which is 
down for the morning session Friday, 
will be easily one of the features of 
the entire two-day meeting. 

For State Association, 

It ig stated as likely that a commit- 
tee from the chamber of commerce 
will be appointed to draft a tentative 
plan for the organization of a state 
conservation association. The cham- 
ber has no desire, it is pointed out, 
toattempt toframe aconstitution and 
by-laws for the organization which 
it is hoped to organize, but for the 
sake of expediency is considering hav- 
ing a tentative constitution and by-laws 
drawn for submission to the delegates 
Who gather here from the different 
parts of the state. 

The: promoters of the congress wish 
it distinctly understood that every ses- 
sion of the congress, save that of Sat- 
urday afternoon, when Mr. Roosevelt 
speaks, is open to the public. 

The registration bureau of the con- 
gress will be open in the lobby of the 
Auditorium from 8 a m. to 1 p. m. 
and from 3 to 5 p. m. on Friday and 
from 8 a. m. to 12 on Saturday. Only 
bona fide delegates will be enrolled. 
As each is enrolled he will be furnish- 
ed with a conservation button, a pro- 
gram, an invitation to the Piedmont 
Driving Club dinner and full particu- 
‘lars as to the arrival of Mr. Roosevelt 
on Saturday. 

Pinchot Here for Two Days. 

The receipt on Monday of a tele- 
gram from Gifford Pinchot announc- 
ing that he would not be able to reach 
Atlanta in time for the first day's 
session of the conservation congress 
caused somewhat of a stir. 

The telegraph and telephone wires 
were immediately made to hum with 
frantic messages of regret and im- 
portunity. For the admitted “father 
of conservation” not to be present 
would be like putting on the play of 
“Hamlet” ‘with the Melancholy Dane 
off on a fishing trip. 

Mr. Pinchot was finally 
long distance phone at 
Tenn., and told by President 
of the chamber of commerce, of the 
keen disappointment Atlantans felt 
after having confidently expected him 
to be the city’s guest for two days.

The most important of the three from a general standpoint is | 


that one which confers constitutional authority upon the country | 
counties to apply the proceeds of taxes levied for educational pur- 
poses at their discretion. | 

Under prevailing constitutional enactments, country counties 
are estopped from spending state or county tax money for other 
than primary education. : 

Municipalities, on the other hand, may levy special taxes and 
direct the proceeds as they see fit. 

The result has been, and is, that unless the people of the coun- 
try counties violate the constitution, they. cannot maintain high 
schools or other educational institutions other than the ordinary 
common school system. 

As an inevitable consequence, the rural counties are unfairly 
and needlessly handicapped as against municipalities, and it has 
been asserted that the discrimination is responsible to a degree for 
the trend cityward in Georgia. | 

The amendment: to be voted upon today involves no extra ex- 
penditure upon the state, but merely clothes the country counties 
with power to expend tax money prorated to them by the state or 
money raised by local taxation as local educational exigencies may 
require. 

The two other amendments are local. One permits the city 
of Augusta to exceed the constitutional limit of its bonded indebt- 
edness, in order to make such provision as will protect the city 
against the effects of recurring freshets. 

_ The other makes it constitutional for the counties of Fulton, 
Chatham and Richmond to pay their superior court judges, as here- 
tofore, an annual compensation of $5,000. 

In the voting today, the first obligation is to fulfill the pledge 
of the primary and sustain its nominees. But voters should not 
forget the formality of ratifying these three important amendments.

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WHAT IS A “LEGAL KILDEE?’’ 


Commending The Constitution’s “righteous war” on the pistol- 
toter, A. H. Russell, of Bainbridge, Ga., elsewhere on this page asks 
a definition of terms often used by this paper in that connection— 
viz., a “legal” or “constitutional kildee.” | 

So often has The Constitution amplified its interpretation of 
these somewhat unfamiliar phrases, and so plainly do the phrases 
carry their own meaning, that elaboration appears superfluous. 

Lest, however, there be any misunderstanding—here goes: 

The man—law-maker generally—who uses or perverts “consti- 
tutional” arguments or “legal” hairsplittings to thwart every effort 
tc curb pistol-toting and allied crimes, and who IS INTENSELY 
SILENT OR OPENLY ANTAGONISTIC WHEN EFFORTS 
ARE MADE TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION OR THE 
CODE TO MEET FAR-FETCHED OBJECTIONS—is justly en- 
titled to be termed a legal or a constitutional kildee. 

The intellectual caliber of the kildee, and its show of conse- 
quentiality, bears out the justice of the comparison. 

For example, to be more specific, attempts have recently been 
put forward, both in this and other states, to curb the murderous 
activities of those pistol-toters so justly condemned by Mr. Russell

can exist only as laws protecting life and property are given 
vitality. 

Did these attempts, in Georgia and elsewhere, succeed? 

They did NOT! 

It was argued, in rebuttal, that measures aimed at checking 
the license of the pistol-toter would “invade his constitutional guar- 
antees.”

Too often, they loose the hemp from around the neck of the 
murderer with a quibble: and send him forth, encouraged by 1m- 
munity, to repeat his crime. : 

They also inspire the most homicidal clan in America today— 
the clan of the pistol-toter—with courage to violate and evade the 
law, and create broken homes, many widows, more orphans. 

Now, our law-making bodies have power to make and repeal 
and remodel statutes. 

The remedy for this condition that indicts America as a “nation 
of killers” is inherent in these bodies. 

Why is it that relief—prayed for by the highest legal and civic 
authorities in the land—is not forthcoming? 

Is it not because the kildee type of lawyer—having full knowl- 
edge of this state of things, yet. profiting professionally by their de- 
viousness—largely dominates the sole source from which relief 
must come? 

With this series of explanations, the meaning of the term “legal 
or constitutional kildee” should be plain. As The Constitution has

In the past considerable loss has been suffered by consignees 
and financial institutions by reason of a pernicious practice which 


had sprung up among railroads of issuing bills of lading on faith. |

The evils of such a system may be readily imagined. 

The bill which passed the lower house at the last session of 
congress, requiring common carriers to be liable for every bill of 
lading issued, has already been anticipated by a number of rail- 
roads. They have reformed the practice of issuing bills of lading 
in advance of the actual receipt of goods. 3 

To prevent any repetition of the old demoralizing system, the 
American bankers will probably indorse the Stevens bill or some 
other having a similar purpose. The demand for it is heard both 
here and abroad. 

It is a measure of self-preservation to both banks and common 
carriers. If the keenness of competition has led to so uneconomic 
a practice, nothing but a stringent law, supported, as it will be, by 
both these classes of corporations, can end it.

HURNED AT STAKE 
BY ALABAMA NO 


AttackUponMrs.Stuckey 
Quickly Avenged. 


Montgomery, Ala., October 4—Six 
héurs after he had committed crimi- 
nal assault upon Mrs. Hiram Stuckey, 
a prominent young womay of Coving- 
ton county, Bush .Withers, a negro 
“trusty” at the Henderson convict 
cainp, was taken from the warden 
while en route to prison at Andalusia, 
tied to a stake by an infuriated mob 
of 400 men and burned. ‘ 

The lynching was conducted in a 
quiet and orderly manner, after which 
the mob, formed from adjoining towns, 
dispersed to their homes, leaving no 
traces of their fury save the ashes of 
the negro. 

The crime for which the negro was 
Iynched was committed early yester- 
day afternoon, when he went to the 
farm of Mr. Stuckey for the purpose 
of getting drinking water for his fel- 
low convicts, who were employed at a 
camp near by. Entering the house, it 
is declared, the negro assaulted Mrs. 
Stuckey, who was alone, after which 
he cudgeled her into insensibility in an 
effort to stifle her cries. This morn- 
ing, it is reported, the woman is in a 
precarious condition, with little hope 
of recovery. Fracture of the skull is 
feared.

age passengers at present. Cultures 
have been taken in these cases, and 
the bacteriological examination thus 
far shows no evidence of cholera. The 
final result will be ready tomorrow 
morning. The inspection and exami- 
nation of the Sant’ Anna shows that 
everything has been done on ship- 
board to prevent the spread of the 
disease. 

“The Moltke, which arrived last 
night from Genoa and Naples, has on 
board one suspicious case, a steerage 
passenger, but no action will be taken 
with the vessel until the result of the 
bacteriological examination is known. 
The Sant’ Anna is regarded asa possi- 
ble cholera carrier, and in any event 
passengers who have been exposed 
to the patients will be transferred to 
Hoffman island. 
“On September 26 the steamer Ger- 
mania arrived from Marseilles and Na- 
ples.’ On boarding the ‘steamer I found 
an unusually good medical report. The 
affidavit of the master and surgeon 
showed me no deaths in transit, no 
cases of infectious disease and no sus- 
Picious cases; in fact, there was no 
case of any nature in the ship’s hos- 
pital, and a special report by the sur- 
geon siowed that there were no intes- 
tinal troubles. 


As Extreme Precaution. 


“But for the past three or four 
months, as an extreme precaution, I 
have had removed from all steamers 
from Mediterranean ports all steerage 
passengers who hav applied for 
treatment during the voyage in order 
that obscure or irregular cases of 
cholera may be detected. 
“Six of the passengers of the Ger- 
mania, who were reported on the sur- 
geon’s journal as having applied for 
treatment for minor sickness, were re- 
ported well on arrival, but* were re- 
moved to Swinburne island. Two days 
later one of these group, Maozain 
Scebain, aged 28 years, a Greek, was 
given treatment. Twenty-four hours 
later the patient avas in a condition 
of collapse and died in twelve hours. 
“Although the autopsy showed no 
evidence of cholera, the examination 
of the secretions of the intestinal tract 
showed the presence of suspicious or- 
ganism. Specimens were sent to Dr. 
W. H. Park, of the health department 
of this city, and to Dr. Anderson, the 
bacteriologist of the United States 
Marine hospital service. The results 
were presented to me yesterday aft- 
ernoon and indicated that the patient 
died of cholera. 


A “Cholera Carrier."’ 


“This is a practical demonstration of 
what is known as a ‘cholera carrier,’ 
that is, persons who may carry or- 
g. isms of the disease without any 
Soikoasi to indicate its presence. In 
this case, it .was demonstrated that 
the extreme precautions were fully 
justified. As the Germania case gave 
practical proof of ‘cholera carriers,’ it 
indicates that in the future additional 
measures must be put in force.” 

The death of the steerage passenger 
from the Germania did not become 
known until tonight. 

The Moltke, a Hamburg-American 
liner, has 391 cabin passengers and 988 
in the steerage; the Virginia 21 in the 
cabin and 556 in the steerage. Those 
in the steerage who were exposed to 
danger on the Sant’ Anna will be 
sent to Swinburne island and similar 
precautions will be taken in the case 
of the suspicious illness on the MoltKe. 
Those not exposed will probably be 
allowed to land tomorrow. 

Cholera at Marseilles, 


Marseilles, France, October 4.—While 
reports. that cholera had been dis- 
covered in this city were officially de- 
nied today, an official statement was 
issued tonight that three cases among 
the passengers on the steamer Bos- 
phore, now in port, had been found. 
The Bosphore arrived from the Orient 
and has been quarantined. Sanitary 
officers immediately took charge of 
the cases, which were isolated, as well 
as all persons who had been in con- 
tact with the disease. 

So far there have been no cases of 
cholera in the city and it is hoped 
that the prompt measures now being 
carried out will prevent the contagion 
from spreading to the residents. 


Cholera in Italy. 


Rome, October 4—Twenty-eight 
eases of cholera with ten deaths with- 
in the last twenty-four hours through- 
out Italy is the official report to- 
night. Of these ten of the cases and 
three deaths were reported from 
Naples. The remainder was divided 
among the provinces of Avellino, Bari, 
Casserta and Naples.

BARRETT CALLS ON FARMERS 
TO OWN THEIR OWN LANDS 


Union City, Ga., October 4.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-Calling upon farmers to bend 
every effort to own their own farms 
and stressing the fact that realty va!- 
ues are rapidly increasing, President 
Charles 8S. Barrett, of the Nationa} 
Farmers’ Union, today issued this 
statement: 


“To the Officers and Members of the 
Farmers’ Un.on: One of the greatest 
evils America is facing today is feuda}- 
ism in the country disitricts—in othar 
words, that condition whichmakes mii- 
lions of farmers tenants upon the land 
from which they must earn a 1 ving. 

“Americans have fought to the last 
ditch for their homes. h is a humor- 
ous axiom that no man ever stood in 
the last ditch for his boarding house, 
and it is certain that no farmer is go- 
ing to d scharge his duty, in times of 
peace or war, if the roof .hat shelters 
him is the property of another man 
and the acres that feed him are simply 
rented for a year or a‘term of years. 

“The entire nation is more or less 
wrestling with the problem of tenancy. 
But it is probable the southern states 
are called upon to face it in its most 
aggravated form. 


Renting Policy Ruinous. 


“I know of not one, but scores of 
instances in which southern farmers 
actually rejected proposals by which 
they might easily have acquired their 
own farms. They preferred insiead.to 
rent the land upon either a system of 
‘cropp ng’ or of money payments which 
in a few years would aggregaie more 
thar the entire cost of the place. 

“Such a policy, and it is pursued in 
the south to a ruinous exteni, leads 
nowhere save to dependency or indif- 
ferent prosperity. . 

“So that one. thing 
Union has endeavored 
has been personal ownership of the 
farm by its members, aga nst that 
vicious system of ‘cropping,’ by which 
the tenant is little better than slave 
to the land holder. 

“The man who does not own his 
farm is likely to be almost constantly 
in debt to his landlord. From one 
year’s end to another his obligat’ons 
afe perpetual and self-renewing. He 
must consult his jandlord regarding 
what crops and how much of each crop 
he shall cultivate. Often he is under 
debt for the very necessities of life, 


- 


the Farmers’ 
to encourage, 


and in a few cases I have known his 
type to drag out a hand-to-mouth ex- 
istence. 

“TI sound this warm ng now, so far as 
regards the south, as well as every 
other section of the nation, that at tHe 
@alloping rate lands are enhancing, 
owning your own farms a few years 
hence will be a luxury. Today only a 
certain amount of enterprise, self-de- 
nial and thrift is essential. The pro- 
cess is open to the humbiest and poor- 
est farmer.in Amer ca. 

“Hand in hand with home owning 
should go the policy of scientific and 
diversified farming. 


Safeguard Against Panic. 


“During the panic of 1907 I know 
several w se farmers in the Immediate 
neighborhood of my home who raised 
on their places every product necessary 
to the sustenance of man and beast. 

“These men weathered the roughest 
part of the papic almost in ignorance 
of the existence of such a thing. They 
would not, in fact, have known of thé 
existence of a panic had it noi been 
for the straitened circumstancés of 
the r less wide-awake friends many of 
whom had to borrow money with 
which to buy food brought from out- 
side the state, when that food should 
have been raised upon their own acres. 

“We are not immune to panics in 
this eountry. The 
w.1] sooner or later be repeated.

Lofton Wells asked a Mvorce be- 
cause his wife was cruel, and treated 
him so badly that she even refused to 
pour him coffee at the table, giving 
some to everybody else besides him. 
She slighted him, Mr. Wells said, and 
even tried to poison him, he being 
afraid to partake of food that she 
had prepared. 

Mrs. Marietta Broom, married for 
ten years to a “professional. gambler,” 
as she designated him, received a de- 
cree of divorce from F. X. Broom. 

Knew Nothing About Hhn, 

Lillian K, Williams, when put on the 
stand professed a total ignorance of 
her husband, Noble C. Williams. She 
knew not his age nor where he work- 
ed nor what he did, since she had been 
separated from him; and the defend- 
ant’s attorney, who wished to ask for 
the removal of his disabilities, received 
no aid from the plaintiff.
